Surplus Foods 


Familiies receiving surplus food 

in Crawford County will find dri- 
ed eggs added to the list of foods 
available at the Welfare Office 
on July 20, 1958; Mrs. Ruth -Bid- 
via, Director, said today that the 
dried eggs will add valuable pro- 
tein to the diets of families re- 
ceiving them. . 
_ The eggs were donated to Mich- 
igan by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture as the result of a re- 
cent purchase program for sur- 
plus removal purposes. 

Mrs. Bidvia said the eggs were 
dried under a new process devel- 
oped by the industry in coopera- 
tion with the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. This is the first 
time this product has been distri- 
buted to needy families, although 
dried eggs of this type have been 
available previously for school 


pork. need to be thoroughly cook- 
ed before serving. The dried eggs 
should be used only in thoroughly 


cooked dishes like casseroles, 
breads, and baked desserts. They 
should not be used in egg-milk 
drinks, uncooked salad dressings, 
or egg dishes cooked on top of the 
stove. : 

The dried eggs are easily recon- 
stituted, Mrs. Bidvia said, by mix- 
ing..sifted egg with an equal 
amount of .water.. Two and one- 
half level tablespoons of sifted 
dried egg plus two and dne-half 
tablespoons of water equal one 
fresh egg. The reconstituted eggs 
can be used just like fresh eggs 
in recipes for well-cooked dishes. 

The following warning was is- 
sued: U.S.D.A, Surplus Commodi- 
ties received by you, a client, will 
be SOLELY for the benefit of 
yourself and family, served or as- 
sisted by your local County De- 
partment of Social Welfare, and 
will not be otherwise disposed of. 

You should accept only the com- 
modities or quantities you can use 
within a THIRTY DAY PERIOD. 
Under -no circumstances will you 
be penalized for refusing to ac- 
cept any commodities you can- 
not use. a 

Under no circumstanes will U.S. 
D.A. donated commodities be sold, 
traded, destroyed or given away. 
The use of U.S.D.A. surplus com- 
modities by ineligible recipients 
constitutes damage to the Federal 
Government under the law. When 
such irregularities are brought to 
the attention of your local Coun- 
ty Department of Social Welfare, 
it will be necessary for the re- 
cipient to make satisfactory settle- 
ment with the Government for the 
illegal use of such commodities. 

Reports have come to this de-

GRAYLING, MICHIGAN 


THE MAUSOLEUM: 


Final arrangements have been completed with the Grayling 
cemetery bard for the construction of a Community Mausoleum in 
-this city. The, building will be as fine as money, art and science 
san ‘bid “Thecexterior -walis will: be-of-time defying Bedford Stone; - 


be finished in stone and'marble. All metalwork -will be of copper 
and bronze. Since. the first mausoleum was built in 353 B. C., which 
still exists, for King Mausolus (frem whence we get the word mau- 
soleum) such improvement in building materials has been made, 
that a double walled structure such as this is almost indestructible, 
It is of such strength that after a few hundred years when present 
cemeteries are obscure and present grave markers are lost, leaning 
or fallen, this building will stand out little if any the worse for the 
time it has stood, as stone becomes harder with time. 


PROGRESSIVENESS . 


A growing demand for the Community Mausoleum is shown by 
the fact that so many such structures have been and are being built. 
While this particular section of the country have a few at the pres- 
ent time, in many -séctions of the United States tHey are predomi-_ 
nant. In the past the excessive cost has made this type of burial out 
of reach of the average man but now it is actually cheaper than the 
average ground burial.

Since the beginning of time it has been man’s custom to rever- 
ence his dead and it becomes a comforting thought in any age to 
know that one has done all possible and has given his loved one the 
most suitable resting place which the present. time has to offer.
